finds that onion sets can be raised 
in this country with any degree of 
success. He thinks it cheaper to 
buy them. 1 don’t know where he 
lives, but 1 do know they can be 
raised in East Texas.'He ought to 
just see a patch that I have now. 
I raised the sets, too. They a re the 
Bermuda variety and are as fine 
as you ever saw; we are using 
them every day. T am going to take 
some to town today. 
The way I raise them is to make 
the soil rich with well-rotted ma­ 
nure in beds as near level as pos­ 
sible ; make rows qhout six inches 
wide, keep soil moist by sprinkling 
and keep bed covered with most 
anything, lumber or old sacks will 
do, Vr canvas will answer 
very 
well. In fact, anything that will 
keep out sun or wind. Sow seed 
thick. One advantage of keeping 
bed covered is to keep rain from 
packing ground so seed will not 
come up. Remove cover when seed 
begin to come up. 
I never have any trouble raising 
onions. I also raise my own seed 
Irish potatoes; haven’t bought any 
seed in ten years. Later I will tell 
your readers how I raise them.

The country needs more meat and 
it seems that the retail trade is not 
affected by tli<* lower prices farm­ 
ers are getting for hogs. Be that as 
it may, every farmer 
who 
ean 
should raise enough hogs, at least 
nough to make his own meat. 
There are opportunities for build­ 
ing up a substantial and a profita* 
• trade in cured meats on the 
farm. 
There are m any < It v peo- 
>le who prefer home-eured bacon, 
lams, shoulders, sausage, etc., to 
the packing house products. If the 
•ity consumer knew wh re to find 
lome cured meats that could be <ie 
pended upon there would 1 >«* a s a t ­ 
isfactory market. 
Farmers have learned much in 
conserving by-products from tin* 
packing houses. Little waste need 
lie sustained in slaughtering hogs, 
cutting up and curing the meat. 
There need be no drudgery in kill­ 
ing hogs and curing meat. 
Why 
not market the finished products 
instead of live animals when prices 
do not justify selling on foot ? 
There is more feed 
this 
year 
than for many years and doubtless 
more hogs. The fact that prices 
have declined does not mean that 
there are no profits 
in 
raising 
hogs. Men have made profits sell­ 
ing hogs at much low er prices rhan 
they are now' selling. 
Good management will suggest 
raising enough animals for one’s 
own meat and an abundance of 
feed to finish them as economical­ 
ly as possible.—Farm & Rauch.
